Dr. Robleto Denies Any 
Americans Asked 
for Marines. 


REPORTS OF MEXICAN 
HELP AGAIN ASSAILED 


Soviet Trade Envoy Also De- 
clares His Government 
Is Not Interested. 


Mexico City, Dec. 26 (By A. P.).— 
“Armed intervention, by the United 
States in Nicaragua in support of the 
Diaz government, instead of bringing 
peace to Nicaragua, will cause anarchy, 
many years of strife and great losses in 
property and lives,” said Hernan Rob- 
leto today. He is undersecretary of 
education in the cabinet of Dr. Juan 
Bautista Sacasa, head of the liberal 
government set up at Puerto Cabezas. 

Robleto had just arrived in Mexico 
City from the Nicaraguan fighting zone. 
The government to which he is at- 
tached kas been recognized by Mexico, 
while the Diaz conservative government 
has been recognized by the United 
States. 

Senor Robleto went on to say that 
many thousands of soldiers from the 
United States and many millions of 
dollars would not be sufficient to sub- 
jugate Nicaragua, “because,” he added, 
“the Nicaraguan people, who have suf- 
fered much, will fight to complete ex- 
termination rather than bow to the 
government the United States would 
force upor them.” 

He declared that private interests 
“desiring to exploit Nicaragua are be- 
hind the machinations to induce the 
United States to intervene, and expres- 
sed his disbelief that the United States 


| actually would “go to the extent of at- 


tempting to force at any cost upon the 
Nicaraguan people the impotent and 
unpopular Diaz government, which they 
will never accept.” 

Denies U. 8S. Ald Asked. 


Senor Robleto pronounced as abso- 
lutely false reports that the Mexican 
#overnment was assisting the liberats. 
“There is not a single officer or sol- 
dier of the Mexican army fighting with 
the liberal army,” he said. “Possibly 
as many as fifteen volunteers of Mexi- 
can nationality are with the liberals, 
but they came spontaneously, of their 
own desire, the same as men of other 
nationalities have done.” 

The undersecretary challenged the 
truth of Rear Admiral Latimer’s state- 
ment that American citizens and com- 
mercial interests in Puerto Cabezas, 
where American sailors and marines 
have been landed and which has been 
declured a neutral zone, had appealed 
for the protection of the United States. 
He said the only American company in 
Puerto Cabezas is the Bragman Bluff 
Lumber Co., which has been friendly 
to the liberals and is not afraid of 
“Sacasa’s revolutionaries,” 

He emphatically denied a statement 
attributed to former President Cham- 
orro of Nicaragua that a secret treaty 
exists between Mexico and Dr. Sacasa. 
He said the charge is part of the plan 
of the conservative President Diaz and 
Chamorro to foster the prejudices of

CHARGES BY LANDIS 
ARE 10 BE DISCUSSED 


Antitrust Measures Might 
Apply, Say Friends of 
“Georgia Peach.”

Augusta, Ga., Dec. 26.—After a few 
days among his home town friends 
here, Ty Cobb suddenly decided today 
to attempt to enlist the Federal gov- 
ernment’s aid in the fight to clear his 
name from the taint of the latest base- 
ball scandal. Cobb left at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon for Washington, where he in- 
tends to present his side of the case to 
officials of the Department of Justice 
and the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

Just what will be his line of action, 
Cobb did not reveal, but it is known 
that he considers himself the victim of 
a conspiracy. The letters of “‘Dutch” 
Leonard, former Detroit pitcher, pur- 
ported to reveal Cobb as having knowle- 
edge of a betting plot to throw a base- 
ball game between Detroit and Cleve- 
‘land at the fag end of the checkered 
season of 1919. 

The Washington visit marks Cobb’s 
first .positive step in his announced 
campaign to’ restore himself to good 
standing in baseball. He has had legal 
advice here, but has not stated precise- 
ly how he hopes to interest the govern- 
‘ment in the case. He insists, however, 
that the complete testimony published 
last week by Commissioner K. M. Lan- 
dis offers only the flimsiest kind of evie 
dence for outlawing a man from the 
game to which he has devoted his life. 


Doors Closed Against Him. 


Cobb, of course, has not been of- 
ficially barred, but it is firmly believed 
among baseball men that unless he 
clears his name he will find the doors 
closed against him if he makes a defi- 
nite attempt to get back into the game. 

It is probable also that Tyrus will 
try to interest the Department of Jus- 
tice in the status of baseball under the 
antitrust laws. If the professional ball 
organization is so powerful that it can 
blacklist a man on the kind of evidence 
so far produced, 
friends that the Department of Justice 
ought to do something about it. 

Baseball men have always been sensi- 
tive about this angle of their organiza- 
tion. At any rate, Cobb is assuredly not 
coing to take the Leonard charges with- 
out fighting back vigorously, he made 
plain today.

NECESSARY IN FAR EAST 


Political Turmoil in China 
Makes - Six Modern 
Vessels Essential. 


West Chester, Pa., Dec. 26 (By A. P.). 
Renewing his plea for “adequate” na- 
tional defense, Representative Thomas 
S. Butler, chairman of the House naval 
affairs committee, asserted tonight that 
the United States would have to build 
virtually a new navy, “and it is going 
to cost us more than $400,000,000.” 

Representative Butler, who is spend- 
ing the Christmas holidays at his home 
here, said he would make a big fight at 
the adoption by Congress of the naval 
affairs committee’s program. 

“There is a new, high-speed race of 
naval supremacy on between the 
nations, and we are not in the race,” 
said Butler. “When we scrapped more 
than $300,000,000 worth of the finest 
warships ever designed, that were built 
or building, we willingly dethroned our- 
selves from the potential position of 
mistress of the seas. Now we are a poor 
third and likely to be fourth. 

“It was our trusting good nature 
that got us into trouble. It was 


agreed, without much attention being 
paid to it, that there should be no 
regulation about ships of 10,000 tons or 
less, carrying guns not over eight 
inches. 

“England already has built 40 of 
these cruisers, has 11 building and 3 
projected, a total of 54. Japan has 
built 19 and is building 6, a total of 
25. The United States has built 10 
is building 2 and has appropriated 
for 3, a total of 15. England’s 
tonnage in these craft aggregates 332,- 
290; Japan's 156,000, and ours 125,000 
when all are completed. In addition to 
these England has authorized three 
light cruisers, totaling 26,000 tons 
each year for the next three years, 
and that makes 78,000 tons more. 


Boats Needed In China. 
Completion of the six river gunboats 
the navy is now building is being 
awaited by captains of American men 
of war operating in the Chinese rivers. 


The political turmoil in China has re- 
sulted in demands by the State Depart- 
ment for rapid movements of naval 
vessels up the perilous Yangtze and the 
shoal West rivers.

The boats will be buwilet-proof steel 
and three different sizes, from 380 to 
575 tons displacement, and their power 
installation has been carefully studied, 
speed and control being vital factors tn 
traversing the gorges and rapids of the 
rivers on which they will operate.

NAVY OFFICER'S FALL 
RESULTS IN DEATH 


Norfolk Hospital Silent Three 
Days on Fatal Result of 
Kucera’s Hurts.

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 26.—Lieut. 8. T. P. 
Kucera, of the torpedo boat destroyer 
Smith Thompson, who fell or Jumped 
from the fourth story of the Elmhurst 
apartment this city at 3 o’clock in the 
morning December 14, died Thursday 
midnight at the Naval hospital but 
news of his death was not made public 
until today. The body was shipped to 
La Crosse, Wis., where relatives of the 
young lieutenant reside. 

Lieut. Kucera was visiting in the 
apartment of Lieut. W. C. Powell, of 
the battleship Texas, when he received 
injuries that cost his life. Lieut. Pow- 
ell was expected home but the Texas 
was delayed in arriving here.

Two men found the unconscious 
form of the young lieutenant on 2a 
cement walkway under the window 
of the Powell apartments. He passed 
several days in St. Vincent’s hospital 
and was transferred last week to the 
Naval hospital. 

Both of his legs and his right jaw 
were broken and he sustained internal 
injuries.

SAILOR GIVES HIS LIFE 
IN RESCUE ATTEMPT 


Descends Into Deadly Air of 
Ship Hold After Two Are 


Made Unconscious. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 26 (By A. P.). 
Bertie Foster, 35, of West Hartlepool, 
England, ship’s carpenter on the Brit- 
ish steamer City of Bath, lost his life 
today in attempting to rescue two ship- 
mates, who had been overcome by foul 
air in a lower compartment of the 


vessel, which is loading a cargo of coal 
at the Virginia Railway piers here. 
Chief Officer William Scott-Craig and 
Kamis Bin-Kardin, the latter a seaman 
had entered the lower hold through a 
manhole, and both were rendered un- 
conscious by the dead or deoxygenized 
air.

‘C. Barnes, who descended into the 
hold and placed a rope about Foster's 
body, himself was in a half-conscious 
condition when pulled out.

The bar of public opinion has been 
appealed to once more by those who 
deny the Senate’s right to deal sum- 
marily with William 8. Vare, of Penn- 
sylvania; Frank Smith, of Illinois, and 
Arthur R. Gould, of Maine, when they 
present themselves after being duly 
elected for admission to the upper 
branch of Congress. 

James Francis Burke, of Pittsburgh, 
attorney for W. L. Mellon, Senator 
George Wharton Pepper and Gov. Fish- 
er when the Senate inquiry into the 
Pennsylvania primary was under way, 
has joined with James M., Beck in chal- 
lenging the right of the Senate to go 
beyond the Constitution qualifications 
in deciding whether a citizen elected to 
the Senate is entitled to his seat. 

The treatise written by Mr. Beck, 
“The Vanishing Rights of the States,” 
was not an avowed brief for Vare and 
Smith, although it has been generally 
accepted as such. The statement of Mr. 
Burke is confessedly a brief and an even 
stronger questioning of the Senate's 
powers than the work of the former 
solicitor general. 

Several senators after receiving Mr. 
Beck’s book, as all of them did, said 
privately that it contained a good 
deal of material for thought, and the 
Burke analysis of the same question 
may do the same, even if it does not 
change the present antagonism to seat- 
ing both men, which is apparent in 
the Senate. 


| 


Defends Power of States. 


Mr. Burke insists that senators are 
the representatives of the States in the 
Senate and not chosen to represent the 
Senate in the State, and that, more- 
over, the States created the Senate and 
therefore it would be a new form of 
legal precedent for the created body to 
dominate the acts of its creator. 

Made applicable to the case of Sena- 
tor Arthur R. Gould, of Maine, as well 
as Vare and Smith, the brief is full of 
questions which are likely to give 
thought both to senators who revere 
Senate precedents and the Southern 
Democrats, who are apostles of State's 
rights. 

“People are asking these questions,” 
says Mr. Burke in opening his brief: 

“Are Maine, Pennsylvania and IIli- 
nois sovereign States?” 

“If each of them elects an indivftiual 
to represent it in the Senate and that 
individual is 30 years of age, nine years 
a citizen of the State, and at the time 
of his election a resident of the State, 
and his election is free from taint 
of fraud or corruption and propefly 
certified by the governor, has the Sen- 
ate the right to refuse him his seat 
for reasons which seem to the Senate 
alone to be sufficient? In other words, 
what power of rejection or removal 
is conferred upon the Senate by the 
clause— . 


Senate Rights Questioned. 


“Each house shall be the judge of 
the elections, returns and qualifica- 
tions of its own members.’ 

“If it may not invoke a certain rea- 
son to refuse him his seat may it ad- 
mit him to membership and then in- 
voke that same reason to expel him? 

“Has the Senate the power to reject 
a senator-elect or expel a senator-elect 
for an offense committed in another 
country and in no way connected with 
the office to which he is elected or any 
other public office in this country? 

“Has the Senate the right to reject 
@ senator-elect because of anything that 
occurred in a primary election leading 
to his nomination? 

“Has the Senate the right to expel a 
senator who is not guilty of misconduct 
while in office? In other words, what 
is the meaning of the clause: 

““Each house may determine the rules 
of its proceedings, punish its members 
for disorderly behavior and with the 
concurrence of two-thirds, expel a 
member.’ 


Cites Eighteenth Amendment. 


Mr. Burke then brings into his dis- 
cussion the division of powers between 
the Federal and State governments 
under the eighteenth amendment and 
says: 

“The Federal authority says to the 
States: ‘So far as your police powers 
are concerned I am willing to divide 
authority with you, but so far as your 
choice of United States senators is 
concerned, I shall insist upon absolute 
veto power.’ 

“On the other hand, the State claims 
that each State is entitled to designate 
two senators to’represent it in enact- 
ing legislation and passing on treaties 
and Federal appointments; that each 
State knows better than any other what 
{t wants done and by whom it wants it 


done. 

“This if the senator-elect be 30 years 
of age, nine years a citizen of the 
State, and a resident at the time of his 
clection, and he is elected in accordance 
with law, it denies the Senate's right 
to refuse him admission. 

“That his moral and physical fitness 
is a matter for the State and not the

States Constitute 


“That it is the function of the States 
to constitute the Senate and not of the 
Benate to constitute itself. Self-con- 
stituted authority is repugnant to the 
American idea of government. 

“That in the final determination of 
the question of moral and intellectual 
fitness the power must remain with the 
respective States. That they never 
dreamed of yielding it to other States, 
much less to a senatorial oligarchy. 

“They point to the fact that while at 
each senatorial election a careless or in- 
different State can inflict only a single 
wound upon the Senate by sending it 
an undesirable member, yet a tyrannical 
Senate, might, within a single hour, 
cripple one-third of the States of the 
Union at the opening of each Congress 
by arbitrarily barring their choice of 
senators. 

“They emphasize the fact that as the 
Senate did not crate the States, but 
that the States created the Senate, to 
put the creators at the mercy of the 
creature would be to stand reason on 
its head and to make & farce of repre- 
sentative government.” 


48 LIVES THE TOLL 
OF SOUTH’S YULETIDE 


Firearms Exact Heavy Loss; 
Seven Shot in Florida; 
4 Killed by Bombs. 


(By Associated Press.) 

The South's celebration of Christ- 
mas was not without its tragedies it 
was shown yesterday in reports received 
by the Associated Press, of 46 persons 
dead from accidents and shootings and 


equally as many more injured. 

Deaths and injuries from fireworks 
were reported to be at a minimum al- 
though the firearms exacted a heavy 
toll. ‘Seven persons four white and 
three negroes, were shot to death in 
Florida while two men drowned, a 
young girl burned to death ‘when her 
clothing became ignited by matches 
with which she was playing and an 
negro man crushed to death brought 
the Peninsular State’s death toll to 
eleven.

PRISONER RELITES 
HOW HE SLEW MIAN 
OAYS WOMEN AIDED 


Loren Patrick, Who Is Said 
to Have Been Hired for 
Chicago Crime, Taken. 


VICTIM’S DRY SHOES 
BETRAYED MURDER 


Mrs. Lindstrom, He Asserts, 
Gave. Him Lead Pipe as 
Tiney Bent Over. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Chicago, Dec. 26—Because Nathan 
Leopold lost a pair of spectacles, the 
“perfect crime” he and Richard Loeb 
had planned was laid at their doors, 
and they are serving life sentences in 
Joliet penitentiary. 

And because Police Captain Dennis 
Carroll noticed the dry soles of the 
shoes worn by William Tiney when his 
body was found December 7, Assistant 
State’s Attorney Henry Ayres today was 


preparing to ask for death sentences for 
Loren Patrick, the confessed slayer; Mrs. 
Lillian Frazer, who admits she planned 
the murder, and Mrs. Catherine Casslee, 
of Hebron, Ind., who confesses she as- 
sisted in it. 

Patrick, sought by police since shortly 
after the killing, was arrested late last 
night in a cafe where he had gone in 
an effort to procure help in dodging the 
police, who awaited him there and took 
him into custody. 


Conscience Not Bothered. 


Once in the station house, Patrick 
readily acknowledged his guilt, but told 
his questioners the killing had bothered 
his conscience so little he had hardly 
given it a thought, except to avoid the 
proximity of police and police stations. 

Quite as unruffled as the man she 
had hired, Mrs. Lillian Frazer, a middle- 
aged woman with her graying hair 
closely shingled, sat in the custody of 
a policewoman in the new room, dis- 
playing neither grief nor uneasiness. 
She had previously given police a full 
confession. 

Struck on the head by Patrick as he | 
bent over a dresser in the flat he shared 
with Mrs. Frazer under the names of 
Willlam and Lillian Lindstrom, Tiney 
and was struck 


on the head with lead pipe 


He practiced med-| handed to Patrick by the woman. Then 


they put the body into a car, drove it 
to a nearby alley, tumbled it out and 
went their way. 

Next morning, December 7, the body 
was discovered and identified, and the 
theory of accidental death from a fall 
on the ice was advanced. But the 
night before had been both cold and 
rainy. 


Shoes Dry—No Accident. 


Capt. Carroll looked at the wounds 
on the head, tren at the soles of the 
shoes—they were «ute dry. 

“Murder,” he said quietly and put his 
men to work. “No man could walk 
more than a mile in this weather with- 
out dampening the soles of his shoes. 
He didn’t walk, he was carried here— 
after he died.” 

Today his theory was 
Patrick's confession. 

“Sure,” he said, “I hit him over the 
head with the pipe. I fixed it up that 
if she paid my fine for bottlegging, I'd 
kill him so she could get his $1,000 ac- 
cident insurance, and then go back to 
her own husband.” 

Mrs. .Catherine Casslee, of Hebron. 
Ind., a friend of Mrs. Frazer, is in the 
county jail, charged with having intro- 
duced Patrick to Mrs. Frazer with the 
intention of getting him to undertake 
“the job” and with having accompanied 
‘im in disposing of the body.

Committees Drafting Data for 
Presentation at February 
14 Meeting. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 26 (By A. 
P.).—How steadily will burn the bob- 
bing lights on the caps of 200,000 min- 
ers in the great central soft coal fleld 
of the United States during the next 
few years will be determined in the 
sunshine of Miami, Fla., at a confer- 
ence starting February 14. 

Miners’ and operators’ representatives 
in the central competitive field of west- 
ern Pennsylvania, ‘Indiana, Ohio and 
Illinois will start negotiations then for 
an agreement to supplant the Jackson- 
ville wage scale, 
31, 1927. 

Nation-wide importance attaches to 
the gathering, however, because wages 
in other States having bituminous 
mines are based on the agreement 
reached for the central competitive 
field. 

Demands Being Drafted. 


Neither miners nor operators will 
give any definite indication of the de- 
mands they expect to make at the con- 
ference, but their attitudes during the 
three years of the Jacksonville scale 
was made plain at various times. 

The miners firmly opposed any at- 
tempt to open mines at a wage scale 
lower than that called for in the Jack- 
sonville agreement, and the operators 
in some States asserted they could not 
pay the scale and successfully compete 
with the product of the West Virginia 
nonunion fields.

Mine Outlook Favorable.

FORMER GOV. BAXTER 
HELPS ANIMALS ONLY 


In Letter to Churchgoers, He 
Explains His Refusal to 
Aid Hospital. 


Portland, Maine, Dec. 26 (By A P.). 
Members of the State Street Congre- 
gational church today found in their 
pews copies of a letter written by 
former Gov. Percival P. Baxter of Maine, 


in whieh he charged the pastor, Rev. 
Dr. Henry Stiles Bradley, with attack- 
ing him in pulpit statements on De- 
cember 19.

Belgrade, Dec. 26.—Jugoslavia is 
facing a military dictatorship, according 
to charges broadcast by the Jugoslav

An article in The Post of yesterday reveals 
that 48 inquiries and investigations are under 
way or proposed by Congress, mostly by the 
Senate. The ‘‘probes’’ deal with practically 


every subject of passing interest or curiosity. 
They are ostensibly intended to find out what 
various executive departments and establish- 
ments have done or not done, and why. Spe- | 
committees proposed in many in- 
stances, apparently because the regular com-

in imagination. It is often suggested that the 
real reason for demanding special committees 
is to give the authors of the investigations a 
chance’ to exploit themselves to their constitu- 
ents as the only simon-pure cleaners of the 
Augean stables at Washington. But this sug- 
sestion jealousy 
envy on the part of legislators who fail to ap- 
preciate the vast possibilities of investigations 

in developing valuable publicity. 

The inquisitorial powers of Congress have 
proved to be very useful to aspiring politicians 
who might otherwise be outshone by their col- 
jeagues. Now that those powers have been 
extended. it poor politician Congress | 
who can not think up an excuse for demanding 
an investigation, with himself as the.chairman | 
of the special investigating committee. When 
there is nothing else to investigate, Congress 
itself furnishes a fruitful field of exploration. 
It can inquire into its inquisitorial powers, for 
example —that unknown region, a twi- 
light zone between the legislative and the other 
branches. 

Another that calls for inquiry 
whether or not the Supreme Court acted con 
stitutionally in deciding that the President had 
the power to remove all officers appointed by 
him. A special committee of the Senate 
should dig into this matter, by all means; for 
the Supreme Court’s decision, unless overruled 
by the Senate, will seriously curtail the 
Senate’s acquired powers. 

Some anxiety is expressed by private citizens 
lest the preoccupation of senators in making 
investigations will prevent them from attend- 
ing to necessary legislation. But this is a base- 
less apprehension. The Senate is so nicely 
organized that legislative and inquisitorial 
functions never conflict. Senators engaged in 
investigations never do any legislative work, 
anyhow: and those who attend to necessary 
legislation are plodders engrossed in routine, 
destitute of the imaginative faculty which 
illumines investigations and transforms them 
from dull fact into romantic fiction.

STOCK DIVIDENDS. 


Senator Norris has introduced a resolution 
in the Senate providing for an investigation 
of the practice of corporations of issuing stock 
dividends, which, the senator’s resolution re- 
cites, is done ‘‘in order to protect stockholders 
from the payment of income taxes.” 

The Supreme Court has held that stock divi- 
dends are not profits for taxable purposes. 
They are not a part of the income of the stock- 
holders, for-the reason that they are a form 
of surplus reinvested in the corporation itself. 
The percentage of fixed net earnings to be di- 
vided among the stockholders is precisely the 
same, whether the stock is one hundred thou- 
sand shares or two hundred thousand shares. 

The new stock issued is exactly as if the 
stockholders had invested that amount of new 
capital in the corporation. Surely such a new 
investment can not be considered a portion of 
the net income to be taxed. 

This common practice of issuing stock divi-— 
dends is not for the purpose of evading the 
payment of income taxes, but to avoid the 
necessity of going out in the market and either 
borrowing new capital or issuing new stock in 
order to obtain added capital. 

This proposed investigation will simply add 
to the already large number of investigations 
before Congress, and will not disclose anything 
not already known.

BRITAIN’'S CHANGE OF FRONT. 


The British government announces a com- 
plete change of policy toward China, and with 
cool effrontery it attempts to disguise its forced 
change of front by “appealing’’ to other powers 
to be generous to China. A casual reader of 
the British memorandum would gather that 
Britain was the only friend and champion of 
China among the great powers; that the United 
States, particularly, was inclined to take ad- 
vantage of China’s distracted condition, and 
that the British government was earnestly 
pleading with its American neighbor to aban- 
don imperialistic aggression in the Orient.

MILITARY COURTS IN ITALY. 


Two years ago Premier Mussolini delivered 
an address which has become historic, saying 
that force must be used in destroying the 
enemies of fascism. Recently there were 
drawn up certain defense decrees, and on the 
3d of January, two years since the delivery 
of the famous speech, a special military tribu- 
nal authorized under the decrees will be 
organized for the purpose of dealing with 
political offenses. The first case to be brought 
up will be that of the socialist deputy, Zani- 
boni. who is charged with plotting against the 
life of Mussolini in November, 1925. The next 
case on the calendar is that of the stonecutter 
Gino Lucetti, who threw a bomb at the premier 
last September. Other cases, including that 
of the Englishwoman, Violet Albina Gibson, 
who made an attempt to assassinate the Duce 
last April, are pending. 

No matter what view is taken of the mili- 
tary tribunal, its establishment is of doubtful 
wisdom. Summary justice, which is under- 
stood to be the policy of the court, while 
necessary in war time, may lead to serious dis- 
turbances during peace. Possibly the premier 
still is laboring under the apprehension that 
Italy should be functioning on a war-time basis. 
Sooner or later, however, there will come a 
reaction, and a military court’s arbitrary judg- 
ments possibly may be the spark to set fire to 
the tinder. | 

On the other hand, if a military court for 
political offenses is imperatively necessary, the 
situation is even more serious. If government 
in Italy is so uncertain that civil courts can 
no longer function effectively or properly, then 
the regime of the Duce has not produced the 
results the world has been led to expect. The 
manner in which civil courts function is a good 
test of government. Special military tribunals 
in times of peace are not a good sign.

1926, if not better. He points out that “many 
of our industries have made real progress in 
developing policies and methods that sustain 
prosperity.’’ He declares that the trade union 
movement has made a substantial contribu- 
tion toward ‘‘making the United States a high 
wage country and demonstrating that high 
wages are compatible with low unit costs,”’ 
and he points out that because wages are high 
the wage earners can do their part in buying 
the articles which the industries are turning 
out in ever increasing quantities. 

“‘Another favorable indication,’’ says Presi- 
dent Green, ‘‘is the halt that has been called in 
communistic activities in New York city. So 
completely have communistic methods been dis- 
credited that it will be less easy to impose upon 
workers in the coming year.”’ 

Mr. Green sees every indication of marked 
improvement in the bituminous coal and tex- 
tile industries and says that it is, in his opin- 
ion, more than probable that the year 1927 
will bring to both opportunities for real 
progress. 

There is no comfort for the crepe hanger in 
Mr. Green’s article. ‘Prospects ahead are 
good,’ he declares; and he suggests that the 
unions “‘should be planning to keep abreast 
with this progress.”’

THE SEED OF ECONOMY. 

President Coolidge and each member of his 
official family has received many presents at 
this Christmas time without doubt. Many of 
the gifts are of value, others are sentimental, 
and one at least is an ocular demonstration of 
the success of the propaganda in favor of the 
elimination of waste which has done so much 
to make the administration popular with the 
people. 

Postmaster General New is the recipient of 
this proof positive that the seed of economy 
has taken deep root in the fertile soil of Cali- 
fornia at least. The proof comes in the shape 
of a gift from Postmaster L. O. Dias, of 
Loomis, Calif. Postmaster Dias has been savy- 
ing twine. He has kept every little piece which 
reached his office around packages letters 
and bundles of circulars during the calendar 
year. No piece was too short to attract his at- 
tention, and he tied each as it came to its fel- 
low which had arrived before. The result is 
the Christmas present which Mr. New has re- 
ceived from Postmaster Dias. It is not because 
of the intrinsic value that the press bureau of 
the department spreads the news before the 
country; it is because the ball of twine is em- 
blematic of the results of the lessons in econ- 
omy which have been taught during the pres- 
ent dynasty. That ball of twine is 18 inches 
in diameter and 5 feet in circumference. It 
weight 23.5 pounds, and if stretched taut 
would reach 7 1-3 miles.

VALUATION OF RAILROADS. 


The United States Supreme Court has re- 
ceived briefs in the case of the Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake railroad protest against the 
tentative valuation of that common carrier, 
which may settle the dispute over the method 
employed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in ascertaining the tentative valuation 
of the railroads of the country. This Western 
road won its case in the lower court, its posi- 
tion being upheld by the United States district 
court of California. The commission valued 
the road for rate purposes at $45,200,000; the 
road claimed the value should be $70,000,000. 

The railroad set up the claim that the 
method employed by the commission, as of the 
year 1914, is not fair or equitable, since that 
year was before the era of high prices occa- 
sioned by the world war. The government 
claims that the valuations set up by the com- 


mission cannot be assailed in the courts until 


they are actually used for rate purposes. It is 
obvious that if the contention of the railroad 
is upheld, the valuation of the railroads for 
rate purposes will be boosted to figures of 
astronomical proportions. , 
The decision of the Supreme Court in this 
matter is awaited with great interest.

I accordingly—or nevertheless—have 

written an article which I am sending 
/to the London Post. It is a mere hum- 
| ble transcription, reversed, of editorials 
,in American newspapers which favor 
/ allowing Europe not to pay. Since the 
London Post may not print it, I hereby 
offer it also to The Washington Post. It 
is simply as follows: 

| “Fellow-Britons, on second thought, 
and refiecting on human nature, it oc- 
curs to us that if we don’t pay the 
Americans what we owe them they will 
loathe and hate us. This would be ter- 
rible. According to the best modern 
university theories, if you are doing 
‘anything that any other country hates 
you must stop doing it. For instance, 
we can at any time get the Panama Cca- 
nal away from the Americans by mere- 
ly telling them that if they keep it we 
will all of us in Europe vehemently 
hate them. That is, this will be possi- 
ble if the illiterate part of America can 
be brought up to the intellectual level 
of the American universities. 

“Now, let us apply this great princi- 
ple to the debt problem. If the Ameri- 
cans hate us, it will tend toward war. 
It will tend toward frustrating the 
spirit of Locarno. It will tend toward 
undermining the resplendent future of 
the League of Nations. Hatred is the 
thing that we must evade and avoid. 
If another nation hates us with cause, 
let us remove the cause. That is old. 
Listen now to something new. If an- 
other nation hates us for sticking to 
our rights, let us abandon our rights! 
That is the great new modern univer- 
sity discovery. It would greatly have 
surprised the Earl of Chatham or 
George Washington. However, now we 


have it; and let us rejoice in modern 
progressive scholarship. The moral 1s 
plain. Since the Americans will hate 
us if we don’t pay tnem, let us pay 
them in full!” 

Mr. Editor, what is the matter with 
this reasoning? Why shouldn't the 
same sort of editorial apple-sauce be 
eaten by the European gander as by the 
American goose?

4-WHEELED oHIP BEGUN 
TO NAVIGATE DESERTS 


German’s Land Boat Will Be 
Able to Carry 300 as 


Passengers. 


Berlin, Dec. 26 (By A. P.).—The fu- 
ture “ship of the desert” will not be 
the traditional camel, in the view of 
a Kiel inventor, who has evolved a 
craft which he believes will meet all 
modern demand for speed, effective- 
ness and freight and passenger-carry- 
ing capacity in traversing the earth's 
arid regions. 

The new craft, on which its projec- 
tor, Johann Cristoph Bishoff, is work- 
ing in conjunction with other engineers 
and the cooperation of industrial in- 
terests, is really a gigantic motor vessel, 
nearly 300 feet long, 38 feet broad and 
standing about 50 feet high, resting 
on four huge wheels, nearly 50 feet 
in diameter, which greatly resemble 
the paddle-wheels of the old-time river 
steamers. It is calculated that these 
huge wheels will take kindly to the 
desert sands and skim over them easily 
and lightly, for the estimated speed of 
the new land ship is about 20 miles 
an hour under average conditions, with 
a slowing down to perhaps less than 
10 miles if the sands traversed are very 
soft and deep. Powerful gasoline en- 
gines supply the motive power. 

The craft'is intended to speed its 
way across any desert area, independent 
of highroads or even trails, taking an 
airline from start to destination. It 
is designed primarily for passenger 
traffic, with accommodations for 800 
persons, but with capacity for 50 tons 
or more of freight. It bears a strong 
resemblance to a medium-sized ocean 
liner, with pilot house and bridge and 
searchlight at the bow.

FRENCH PLAN BIG OIL 
PLANT IN TEXAS CITY 


Jules Lefevre, Heading Visit- 
ors, Hopes to Have Taxes 
on Output Removed. 


New York, Dec. 26 (By A. P.).—Erec- 
tion of a gasoline manufacturing and 
shipping point at Texas City, Tex., is 
being considered by a group of French 
engineers and financiers, Maurice Cos- 
ter, vice president of the Westinghouse 
Electric International Corporation, an- 
nounced today. Jules Lefevre heads a 
group of French engineers who arrived 
from Paris and left tonight for Texas 
City to make a survey of the possibili- 
ties, he announced. 

The French group proposes to build 
at Texas City a large petroleum ship- 
ping point and a cracking plant at 
tidewater with a daily capacity of 
84,000 gallons of gasoline, Mr. Coster 
said. The gasoline would be shipped 
in Frenck boats to Havre and from 
there carried by pipe line to Paris and 
other points. 

French engineers hope to obtain 
legislation from the chamber of depu- 
ties that will exempt the motor fuel 
made in the United States from import 
and other taxes at Havre, he explained.

HOSPITAL, OAY POLICE 


Eighty Milwaukee Patients in 
Perill of Panic as the 
smoke Fills Halls. 


FORMER EMPLOYE IS HELD 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 26 (By A. P.).— 
Eighty patients in Columbia hospital 
here were imperiled by a fire, started 
early today, it is alleged, by a dis- 
gruntied former employe. 


Flames roared in the basement and 
smoke rolled into corridors on upper 
floors where many helpless men, women 
and children were desperately ill or 
recovering from operations. 

There was no acute danger from the 
fire, for the building is of fire proof 
construction, but doctors and nurses 
were fearful of a panic which might 
have been disastrous.

Several mattresses, 
taken from a storeroom and ripped 
open, and sheets and pillow cases were 
burned. 

Donlon was discharged and he be- 
lieved that he had been unfairly 
treated. He is held on a charge of arson.

Herman N. Bundesen, city health com- 
missioner, tonight estimated that 
“poison” costing upward of $10,000,000 
had been distributed in Chicago in the ” 


guise of Christmas cheer. His state- 
ment came after an investigation of 
the amount of holiday liquor pur- 
chased here which he estimated to have 
cost more than $10,000,000. 

“Certainly not more than 10 per cent 
and propably not more than 8 per cent, 
of that was genuine liquor,” he said. 
“The rest was poison of one sort or 
another. Of course that does not mean 
that 90 per cent of it was vicious 
enough to blind or kill a man in a 
short time. It means that the after 
effects will show up later, contribut- 
ing to a general breakdown which will 
be blamed on something else. The 
astonishing thing is the _ childlike 
faith of the drinkers. Men and women 
who would not take a swallow of pure 
well water without an investigation of 
the bucket, will tilt a bottle with a 
pretty label upside down over thelr 
lips with no hesitation whatever.” 

While Dr. Bundesen’s statement was 
being made the police reported finding 
the body of one victim of bad liquor.

SHAWN REPORTSTILL

Belief Is It Will Be Accepted 
With Few Reservations on 
Extraterritoriality. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The British memorandum on China, 
made public Saturday in London, 
strikes a responsive chord in official 
circles here in so far at least as it repre- 
sents British concurrence in the Amer- 
ican belief that China should be grant- 
ed, with little delay, the additional 


customs revenues contemplated by the 
Washington conference. 

The Washington government took 
the initiative in bringing about con- 
sideration of the customs and extra- 
territorial question by the two recent 
conferences in China. There is every 
indication that it favors early agree- 
ment among the customs treaty powers 
for the collection at Chinese treaty 
ports of the increases decided upon by 
the Washington conference. 

The British communication has not 
been examined closely as yet at the 
State Department as it was received on 
the eve of the Christmas holidays. It 
appears quite likely, however, that some | 
official expression of the American 
viewpoint upon both the customs and | 
extraterritoriality questions is to be ex- | 
pected at an early date. 


Awaits Action. | 


Secretary Kellogg still has under | 
examination the extraterritoriality re- | 
port submitted by Silas Strawn, of 
Chicago, special commissioner at the | 


Peking extraterritoriality conference. | 
That report recommended progressive | 
relinquishment of extraterritorial | 
rights in China as the Chinese them- 
selves were able to modernize their 
judicial machinery. It advised, how- 
ever, immediate steps to correct cer- 
tain abuses by foreigners of extrater- 
ritorial privileges through harboring 
Chinese offenders against Chinese law 
and also urged that the mixed court 
be directed by the government to ad- 
minister Chinese law in extraterritorial 
areas so far as that law could be made 
applicable to foreigners. 

Presumably the British suggestion for 
amendment of evtraterritorial treaties 
is based upon the report of the British 
commissioner to the Peking conference 
and upon recommendations identic 
with those submitted by Mr. Strawn. 
While the Washington government has 
not as yet approved the Strawn report, 
there seems little doubt that it will be 
accepted with few reservations in the 
framing of American policies on extra- 
territoriality in China.

Great 
Britain has been probably the greatest 
sufferer from the Chinese nationalists 
boycott and in some quarters publica- 
tion of the memorandum in London 
was regarded as an effort to neutralize, 
if ssible, the economic project of 
anti-British propaganda in China. 


China Sees British Note 
As Heading Off Japanese 


Shanghai, China, Dec. 26.—The Brit- 
ish note outlining the complete change 
of policy toward China by Great 
Britain was made public sere today. 
Although it is too early to gauge the 
Chinese reactions, the note js inter- 

ted here as a last-minute attempt 
of the British government to preserve 
control of the Chinese customs. 

It is believed here that amother pur- 
pose of the note is to head off Japa- 
nese negotiations for the granting of 
customs autonomy in exchange for 
special Chinese rates of duty on Japa- 
nese cotton Ss. 

Whether the Chinese will accept the 
British proposals‘is extremely doubtful, 
owing to the increasing Strength of the 
radical leaders, who sare pressing the 
boycott against the British in the hope 
of forcing complete capitulation of the 
latter. 

Hankow, China, Dec. 26.—Except for 
the soap box orators and the continued 
campaign of villification against Chris- 
tians, the Christmas day demonstration 
against Christians by radicals proved 
to be a failure. Services were inter- 
rupted in only a few of the smaller

COAST GUARDSMAN 
KIOMPED ON RUM 
SHIP. COMES BACK 


Was Fooled by Skipper of the 
Arsene J., Whom They 
Captured, He Says. 


SAILED CAPTORS INTO 
MEXICO, IS HIS STORY 


Disarmed by Mexicans, He 
Returns, Wedding Date 
Gone, Seeking Fiancee. 


Mobile, Ala., Dec. 26 (By A. P.).— 
The coast guard cutter Tallapoosa, dis- 
patched to Mexico two weeks ago upon 
an unannounced mission, returned to 
port tonight with Motor Mechanic 
Handley, one of the two government 
men kidnaped on the French rum run- 
ner Arsene J., aboard. Handley report- 
ed that J. B. Mathews, assistant prohi- 
bition administrator at New Orleans, 


and his companion aboard the runaway 
rum boat, are returning to New Orleang 
by rail. 

The Arsene J. disappeared November 
22 and turned up at Puerto, Mexico, 
three weeks ago with Handley and 
Mathews yet in command. They had 
been taken off their course, the prohi- 
bition men said, by the crew, which 
put into Pureto, Mexico. Because of 
the complications arising over the ship, 
with France, Mexico, Great Britain and 
the United States interested, the case 
attracted wide attention. 


Story of Flight Told. 


A story of the flight across the gulf 
since the Arsene J.’s, capture by the 
coast guard 47 miles off of Southwest 
Pass late in November, and her loss 


when the towing cable from the coast 
guard cutter No. 246 broke, was told by 
Handley as he sat in the captain’s 
cabin aboard the Tallapoosa. 

“We must have broken loose from 
the No. 246 about 11 o’clock that night,” 
he said. “So Mathews and I ordered 
the captain to tack back and forth 
until we were picked up. 

“The Arsene J., held an easterly 
course for a day, and then turned west 
for two nights and a day. We didn’t 
sight anything. The water began to 
run low and the rations were nearly 
exhausted. Mathews and I were stand- 
ing watches of six hours each, above 
decks, patrolling the boat. 

“The crew had been disarmed and 
we locked up every weapon we could 
find in our cabin. One of us would 
sleep there, with the door locked, 
while the other walked tae decks, and 
kept an eye on the crew. 

“They behaved about as well as a 
crew could, under the circumstances,” 
Handley said, but without enthusiasm. 


Ordered, to Tampico. 


“Finally, we had to go somewhere, 80 
the captain, D. Woods, and Mathews 
and I decided to make for Tampico. 
The captain swore his ship could not 
go any closer to the wind than seven 
points, but this was not true. 

“We found out later that he could 
have made Galveston if he had tried. 
But instead he laid a direct course for 
Puerto, Mexico, between 300 and 400 
miles below Tampico, where we had 
ordered him to go. 

“We had pretty fair weather, 
we sure did get hungry.” 

As soon as the Mexican customs 
guard came aboard to take charge of 
the ship, the two kidnaped Federal men 
went to a hotel in Puerto, Mexico, 
where they lived until they were 
brought back to the United States. 

The Arsene J., is still held by the 
customs guards at Puerto, Mexico, and 
her 12,000 cases of liquor are stored 
in a warehouse ashore. 

E. Everett, mate of the Arsene J., 
was unpleasant when the crulse was 
over, Handley said.

Disarmed by Mexicans. 


“He made several wise cracks,’ Hand- 
ley declared. “The first one was when 
we got inside the harbor, when he 
said that they were among their own 
people now, and they would do as they 
pleased. Then the bunch figured they 
were going to have some fun, taking 
our guns away, but they were disap- 
pointed.” 

Thus Handley dismissed the inci- 
dent. The two officers only surren- 
dered their guns to the Mexican offi- 
clals when formally demanded. The 
crew decided that they might have too 
much difficulty getting them from the 
Americans before the arrival of the 
Mexican officers. 

Handley’s discharge from the coast 
guard is waiting for him at the base at 
Biloxi, he said. He was supposed to 
have been discharged on December 13 
and to have been married on the 20th. 
He would not give the name of his 
fiance, though. “I don't know yet 
whether she’s peeved or not,” he gave 
as reasons.

Reports of detectives of the West 
Forty-seventh street station, who in- 
vestigated the suicide compared with 
the statement of Dr. Robert Dinegar, 
who treated Mrs. Hargett for mental 
disorders, showed that she had been 
suffering for some time from melan- 
cholia and depression. She was said to 
have been recently divorced from her 
husband, who lives in Steubenville, al- 
though efforts by police to communi- 
cate with him have been unsuccessful.

New York, Dec. 26 (By the Associated 
Press).—Record-breaking noliday trade 


has been the main offsetting influence 
to declining industrial activity as the 
year draws to a close. Preliminary re- 
ports from large department stores and 
chain-store systems in most sections of 
the country indicate that their Christ- 
mas business has been the best in his- 
tory, although conditions have been 
spotty in certain agricultural regions. 

Enormous withdrawals of currency, 
estimated at between $300,000,000 and 
$400,000,000, have tightened the money 
situation without causing any general 
restriction of business. Previous ex- 
perience has shown that this movement 
of funds is an annual occurrence and 
that most of the money will trickle 
back to the banks early next year. 
Meanwhile, commercial demands have 
been lessened, with little prospect of 
pressing need until conditions in the 
money market have eased. 


Duliness in Steel Market. 


Except for railroad buying, the steel 
market was characterized by its usual 

reholiday dullness. Recently new 

lusiness has fallen off to such an ex- 
tent that the trade reviews have modi- 
fied their predictions of an increase in 
mill operations early next year, and are 
now looking merely for a recovery from 
the holiday slackness, with little change 
in the production rate. Long-range fore- 
casts hold that production in 1927 will 
continue near the high level of 1926, 
hut probably without any record-break- 
ing achievements. 

A seasonal decline in freight traffic 
has been reflected in the latest earnings 
of the railroads, but both will establish 
mew high records for the year. The 

rosperous condition of many carriers 

as aroused reports that they will 
follow the example of large industrial 
corporations and distribute generous 
k or cash dividends to their stock- 
holders next year. 

For the first time in many months, 
loadings during the week ended 
ember 11 failed to equal those of 

the corresponding period last year. 

In taking stock of both favorable and 
@dverse trade factors at the end of the 


year, several financial agithorities have 


discovered elements which might herald 
the approach of a slight setback to 
@eneral business. These include the 
curtailment of building activity and 
automobile manufacture, the downward 
mavement of commodity prices, parti- 
cularly cotton, a declining export trade 
balance and the return of foreign capi- 
tal, which has been employed here for 
several years. 

On the other hand are signs pointing 
to continued prosperity, such as large 
and well distributed purchasing power, 
@ strong credit situation, full employ- 
ment, high wages and low inventories 
in most lines of business.

Unsurpassed railroad efficiency dur- | 
ing 1926, when the greatest freight traf- 
fic on record was handled without 
“transportation tie-ups, congestion or 
car shortage,” except in isolated casesy 
was claimed by the American Railway 
association in a statement yesterday. | 
By the service rendered, the statement 
said, the railroads have contributed 
largely to the present business prosper- 
ity ot the country. 

Large capital expenditures by rail- 
road companies were credited by the 
association as having done much to 
bring about freight handling effi- 
ciency. During this year $875,000,000 
has been spent on improvements with 
authorizations of $450,000,000 being 
carried over to 1927 for completion. 

Greater cooperation among shippers, 
either individually or through the 
shippers’ regional advisory boards now 
covering the country also was said to 
have greatly facilitated railroad man- 
agement. 

Freight loadings for 1926 were esti- 
mated by the association at 53,260,000 
cars. Twenty-seven times during the 
year weekly loadings surpassed the 
1,000,000-car mark, and a new high rec- 
ord, 1,216,432 cars, was set in the week 
ended October 30. 

New records established this year in- 
cluded also freight traffic volume meas- 
ured in ton miles which is expected to 
total 488,000,000,000. 

The association estimated that for 
1926 contributions to Federal and local 
taxes by the railroads would amount to 
$400,000,000, an increase of $36,000,000 
over 1925. 

The net operating income of class 1 
railroads for the year was placed at 
$1,250,000,000, or a return of 5.23 per 
cent on their property investment.

In the absence of further advices 
from Rear Admiral Latimer or Minister 
Eberhardt, at Managua, officials here 
assumed yesterday that no trouble had 
resulted from the landing of American 
bluejackets and marines at Puerto 
Cabezas, Nicaragua. 

The State Department announced 
Saturday night that Latimer, American 
naval commander in Nicaraguan waters, 
had landed a force at Puerto Cabezas, 
headquarters of the Sacasa libergis, and 
had proclaimied the territory within 
rifle fire of American property in that 
vicinity a neutral zone. 

No further word as to developments 
there have been received by either the 
State or Navy Department, and the as- 
sumption is that Admiral Latimer had 
succeeded in establishing the neutral 
zone he desired. 

No detailed official information has 
been received here as to exactly what 
prompted Latimer to determine to land 


a detachment of marines and sailors, 
although Washington officials have 
known that requests for such a step 
had been received by him from various 
American concerns and individuals in 
the Puerto Cabezas territory. 

Nothing official is known here as to 
whether the Sacasa forces have evacu- 
ated their étronghold, although it was 
pointed out that establishment of a 
neutral zone would call for the dis- 
arming of all forces in the area affected, 
and that this would apply to the Diaz 
forces as well as to the liberal faction.

JUME OF 115 BUOYANCY 


Week’s Market, However, 
Fails to Suffer Any 
Serious Setback. 


NEW FINANCING SHRINKS 


New York, Dec. 26 (By the Associated 
Press).—The approach of the holiday. 
season, with its customary tightening 
of credit conditions, accounted for the 
bond market’s loss of buoyancy last 


week, but failed to cause any serious 
setback to the upward price movement 
which has been under way for some 
time. 

Bankers estimated that between 
$300,000,000 and $400,000,000 in cur- 
rency would be withdrawn from the 
country’s banks in the form of Christ- 
mas funds. Most of this money was 
spent for merchandise rather than for 
securities. At the same time the strain 
of these withdrawals and the large year- 
end dividend and interest disburse- 
ments lifted the rate on call loans to 
the year’s highest level of 6 per cent, 
caused a stiffening of time money and 
retarded buying operations in the bond 
market. 

Despite the slackening demand for 
high-grade obligations, there was no 
general tendency to unload bonds or to 
take profits, except in a few cases 
where speculative considerations were 
predominant. Prices accordingly show- 
ed little variation and held close to the 
year’s best levels. 

New financing activities were cur- 
tailed in anticipation of a quiet holi- 
day period. Although dealers have 
been accumulating bonds for some time, 
their distribution to investors nor- 
mally will be slow until funds are ac- 
tually available for reinvestment after 
the first of the year. The week’s bond 
offerings fell to approximately $60)- 
000,000, compared with the- previous 
week’s total of more than §150,000,000. 

New York city, which invariably leads 
the country in the volume of municipal 
financing, has projected plans for a 
$60,000,000 operation early next year, 
when it will sell an issue of 4% per 
cent corporate stock. The sale has been 
scheduled for the first week in Jan- 
uary, considerably earlier than last year 
when 875,000,000 of corporate stock 
and bonds were placed on the market. 

Foreign obligations last week failed 
to hold their usual attraction for buy- 
ers seeking high-yielding securities, 
and prices drifted irregularly lower. 
Several interesting loans, however, were 
well received, a $4,500,000 issue, part of 
an international operation, was floated 
with the approval of the League of 
Nations and $10,000,000 additional 
bonds were sold for the Mortgage Bank 
of Chile. The first public dollar loan 
for Costa Rica, amountnig to $8,000,- 
000, also was arranged, while short 
term credits of $10,000,000 each were 
granted to Colombia and Bavaria.

Flemish was new to Astrid, and she 
did not understand a word of a wel- 
coming address which was read to her 
when she landed at Antwerp, the seat 
of Flemisk culture. 

Herman Teirlinck, a noted Flemish 
literateur, has been appointed to teach 
the princess.

Richards is 
alleged to have been hurled from a

cliff on the outside of the building, 
suffering a broken arm, while half a 
dozen revolver balls followed him. 

Richards recently escaped from the 
Orange county jail and made his way 
to his home in the Blue Ridge, at times 
sending deflant messages to officers of 
Madison county to come for him.

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GURIOS OF PYGMIES. 
WILL BE SENT HE 
FROM NEW GUINEA 


Specimens Are Representative 
of Peaceful Tribe Found in 


South Seas. 


ARE REWARD OF DUTCH 
AND AMERICAN JOURNEY 


Dr. Stirling and Collection Ex- 
pected to Reach Capital 
About February 1. 


The American portion of the collec- 
tions of the Dutch-American expedition 
to New Guinea, which recently discov- 
ered a new tribe of Negritoes, woolly- 
haired pygmies about 4 feet high con- 
fined to Malaysia and the Philippines, 
will be brought directly to the Smith- 
sonian institution, it was amnounced 
yesterday. 

Dr. Matthew W. Stirling, formerly of 
the Smithsonian staff in the depart- 
ment of ethnology, the only American 
in the expedition, who wrote of the dis- 
covery of the pygmies, is expected to 
reach Washington about February 1 
with the American portion of the col- 
lections. 

The collection, it is expected, will be 
representative of the life of these sim- 
ple people, their personal ornaments, 
their implements, possibly the plants 
which they grow in their fields, the 
wild life with wkich they come in con- 
tact, and generally such things 4s can 
be brought back that will indicate the 
character of their country. 

The collection will contain some of 
the excellent bows and arrows they use. 
The bows are about the length of the 
pygmies themselves, and the arrows 
about 3 feet long. The fact the arrows 
are made entirely of wood does not re- 
flect on their serviceableness. ‘They are 
first-class primitive weapons. 

Specimens of the stone axes, stone 
hoes, wedges and other implements will 
be included. 

Some of the big blue glass beads 
worn by the pygmies will be brought 
back. Dr. Walter Hough, head curator 
of the department of ethnology, said 
yesterday it is hoped Dr. Sterling will 
bring with him a thoroughly compre- 
hensive collection. 

The Negritoes, Dr. Hough declares, 
are very active and extremely muscular. 
Their muscles, he said, are like wires. 
However, they are peaceful, as simple 
and tranquil in the pure serenity of 
nature, Dr. Hough says, as the bird-life 
of their land. The expedition appar- 
ently made quite a “hit” with this par- 
ticular tribe, he declared. 

Dr. Stirling explains he found this 
new race quite different from the peo- 
ple of the plains of New Guinea, who 
at the first were hostile, and whose 
villages had to be approached with a 
ceremony of repeated loud calls made 
from a distance. 

Dr. Stirling describes the pygmies as 
energetic agriculturists. They clear 
wide areas in the deep forests and grow 
a kind of white sweet potato, their 
staple, a variety of taro, or dranu, as 
it is called, sugarcane, raspberries, to- 
bacco and many other plants. They 
also raise pigs and dogs. 


Fight Floods and Disease. 


San Francisco, Dec. 26 (By A. P.).— 
Floods, disease, tropical insects, and 
dense forests were only a few of the 
obstacles surmounted by an American- 
Dutch expedition headed by Dr. Mat- 
thew W. Stirling, former faculty mem- 
ber of the University of California, in 
a survey in New Guinea during which 
a “lost” race of pygmies was discov- 
ered. Dr. Stirling’s journal recaunts 
how his expedition also had to contend 
with hostile savages, a race so far un- 
catalogued by science and with “fan- 
tastic customs, and tradtions.”’ 

One tribe, encountered above the 
tidewaters of a river, were particularly 
uncivilized. The men virtually were 
nude, and gave particular attention to 
their hair which was permitted to 
grow long and was dressed carefully. 
The women, however, offset this by 
wearing their hair closely clipped. 

The children of this tribe, according 
to Dr. Stirling, began smoking in their 
early youth but discontinued the habit 
when they reached maturity. 

It was customary, Dr. Stirling said, 
for the natives, upon receiving gifts 
which they prized highly, to distribute 
them among their friends. ; 

The tribe had another custom known 
as reed-bill roaring. The “roarers” were 
described by Dr. Stirling as being 
groups of natives who sat for hours 
whistling through reed instruments in 
undulating tones that finally attained 
the tonal resonance of a buzz saw in 
full operation. 


119,914 Enrolled 
In Officers Reserve 


During the first semester of the 
school year 1926-27, there -were 119,- 
914 enrollments in the 323 units of 
the reserve officers training corps at 
educational institutions, the War De- 
partment announced yesterday. 

In the 225 senior units, there were 
enrolled in the basic course, 68,104 
students and:in the advanced course, 
13,480, a total of 81,584 or 68 per cent 
of the total.

EUROPEAN INDUSTRY 
IN WORLD COMBINES 


Trend Is Seen as Prelude to 
Customs Union, U. S. 
Expert Reports. 


(By Associated Press.) 
European industry, under the leader- 
ship of Germany, seems to be embark- 
ing upon a program of international 
combination, in which the recent amal- 
gamation of continental steel-making 
interests may be regarded as the first 
step, Louls Domeratzky, a Commerce 
Department specialist, pointed out yes- 
terday in publishing the first of a se- 
ries of studies of the trend. 

Some observers, he said, are predict- 
ing that the achievement of the various 
unions of producers, reaching as they 
now do across international lines, are 
a prelude to a general customs union 
of the principal European countries, 
and governments as well as financiers 
and industrial operators are being 
called into the consultations out of 
which the new understandings emerge. 

In the German “cartels,” which are 
semitrade associations and at the same 
time semitrust organizations or pro- 
ducers within each industry, Mr. Do- 
meratzky saw the leading models on 
which the new international agree- 
ments are being based. The reason 
for the movement, he said, largely lies 
in the failure of European recovery 
from war destruction to proceed with 
satisfactory acceleration.

Deficiency Appropriation Is 
Most Pressing Need. 


SURGICAL AND MEDICAL 
UNITS WOULD BE BUILT 


McCarl Report, Pointing Out 
Fire Hazards, Goes to the 
House Committee. 


Although Congress is in possession 
of a report from the last of the eight 
investigations which 8st. Elizabeths 
hospital has undergone in the last year, 
there is little likelihood that anything 
will be done about the institution at 
this session. 

It is considered barely possible that 


there may be a deficiency appropria- 
tion of $750,000 for the erection of an 
additional medical and surgical unit 
at the hospital which Dr. W. A. White, 
superintendent, has declared to be the 
most pressing need of his $5,000,000 
building project, The $5,000,000 project 
to relieve congestion and eliminate the 
temporary frame buildings which con- 
stitute fire hazards was submitted to 
the budget bureau last year and again 
this year. 

This year the bureau asked the 
superintendent to split it, submitting 
plans for the most urgent needs first. 
But the bureau then disapproved this 
plan, the impression being given that 
they wanted to wait until Comptroller 
General McCarl made a report on the 
investigation of the institution which 
his office made. 

Agrees With Dr. White. 

This report, submitted more than a 
week ago, agrees with the need for new 
buildings as set forth by Dr. White. 
Especially does it point out the danger 
of retaining the fire hazards. 

The report, however, has gone to the 
House judiciary committee, and unless 
a resolution by Representative Blanton, 
of Texas, that it be printed as a public 
document, is passed, it will not be 
available to the House membership 
generally. 

The budget bureau quite likely is in- 
formed of its contents in so far as they 
refer to building, however, and some 
provision for the medical and surgical 
units may be initiated from there. 

But Comptroller General McCarl’s 
recommendations that it should be de- 
termined definitely whether the hos- 
pital is to be an institution for the 
treatment of insanity, as the law creat- 
ing it provides, or an institution for 
the treatment and study of all mental 
disorders, which is the policy of the 
hospital, is not likely to receive any 
consideration from this session of Con- 
gress. 

If the institution is to be one for 
the study and treatment of all mental 
ailments it should be so stated in law 
and there should be a commitment 
and discharge procedure to fit this 
policy, the comptroller general re- 


ported 
Accounting is Remedied. 


Lax records and property accounting 
in some of the departments, which 
the comptroller general found, now is 
being remedied by the general account- 
ing office. 

Those who have studied the ex- 
haustive report of the comptroller gen- 
eral are of the opinion that it sub- 
stantially upholds Representative Blan- 
ton, who has made the institution a 
target of attack for more than two 
years. There is no tendency in the 
report to criticize the hospital officials, 
the investigators giving it as their 
opinion that the staff is conscientious- 
ly devoted to the welfare of the pa- 
tients. 

Dr. White says, in fact, that the re- 
port ‘bears out his contentions of sev- 
eral years’ standing. 

One of Blanton’s frequent charges, 
it is pointed out, is that there are per- 
sons in the institution who are not in- 
sane. The report says this is true and 
the hospital’s frequently expressed 
policy is to keep these persons who are 
not insane, but who may be suffering 
from any one of the multiple ailments 
traceable to the breain. 


Permitted 


Blanton has charged that the army 
any navy establishments use the insti- 
tution to get rid of many patients. 
There is no suggestion in the report 
that this has ‘been the case, but the 
system permits of such a practice, it is 
pointed out. 

Under the procedure, the hospital 
will accept'a patient on the stereotyped 
order of the army, for example. The 
signature to the order is rubber 
stamped. It may be and often is the 
case, according to the report, that only 
one doctor has examined the patient 
before he is ordered to St. Elizabeths. 

At the hospital a thorough examina- 
tion is made and if the hospital staff 
determines the patient should not be 
there he is returned to the committing 
authority. It is at this point that the 
policy of the hospital in keeping every- 
body who is suffering from any kind of 
a mental disorder, enters. The records 
show, said the comptroller general’s re- 
port, that few ever have been turnd

down, so to speak, or returned to the} 


committing authority. 

Regardless of the fact of whether the 
treatment is for the welfare of the 
patient, it is pointed out, he is con- 
fined to the hospital, once he enters, 
and he does not go out until the staff 
gives permission. Should the patient 
not care for the treatment, his only re- 
course is through the courts, and un- 
less he has funds with which to engage 
a lawyer this recourse is denied him— 
and some of the lawyers with whom the 
patients have come in, contact have 
abused them, the report says.
